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It is believed that the tender of the new Syndicate 
took a formal shape at the meet.ng of members held 
in Toronto on the i3th. 

The bonus asked wi be 22,600,000 rcres and $22,- 
960,000 They re wiiling to release the Govern- 
ment f-oia liability to build the road through the 
Rocky Mountains, which will cost over $12,000,000. 
They do not ask toimport material free nor exemp- 
tion of either road or land from municipal taxation. 
They nave no objection to construction of branch 
lines by any body in any direction. No monopoly of 
traftic wanted by controlling outlets from the north- 
west. Reductions of subsidy entirely on prairie sec- 
tions, and are willing to postpone eastern as well as 
mountain section. They coffer to construct Sault 
Ste. Marie section for a bonus of $12,000 per mile. 

The names mentioned as having signed the new 
offer are two Howlands, McMaster and Cvoke of 
Toronto, McLaren and Gilmore of Ottawa, Hendrie, 
Proctor and Wood of Hamilton, Larkin of St. 
Catherines, Walker of London, Carruthers of King- 
ston, Stevenson of Montreal, Ross of Winnipeg, 
Gibson of New Brunswick and Loveatt of Nove Scotia. 

Elevea notices of new railway enterprises in the 
north-west are given on the Comunons’ notice paper. 

Tne Department of Agriculture has been request- 
ed to supply the Imperial Government with particu- 

lars respecting means of providing homes for immi- 
grants to Canada, especially in Manitoba and the 
North West. 

Should the Government decide to adopt a scuene 
of assisting emigration from Galway and Mayo, 
Jreland, itis not unlikely that the Dominion Go- 
vernment will be asked to assist emigrants in set- 
tling on arriving in this country besides granting 
free land.
